Wednesday Morning.—Benjamin Biehl,
eonvicted on Monday of assaulting and
cutting Claude Butler at Trewitz's saloon,
was brought before court and sentenged
to pay a fine of &350, costs of prosecution
and two years imprisonment.

In the case of the com’th vs. Jacob
Shenk, charged with the larceny of 400
peunds of tobaceo, the property of Henry
Rinehart, of Martic township, it was
proved that the tobacco was stolen on the
night of January 2, brought to Lancaster
by the defendant and sold to Mr. Lachen-
bruch, who paid Shenk for it under the
assumed name of Clark, giving him a
check on the Farmers’ bank. A part of
the tobacco was identified by Mr. Rine-
hart at Lachenbruch’s warehouse, and
witnesses were called to prove that men
who stripped and handled tobacco could
positively identify their own work. The
jury returmed a verdiet of guilty.
The same defendant pleaded guilty
of stealing a turkey, the property
of Joseph Huber, of Martic township, and
was found not guilty of stealing shelbarks,
raisins, eranberries and sugar from the box
of the carriage of Rev. John Wesley Har-
kins, at Marticville. For the larceny of
Mr. Rinehart’s tobacco defendant was sen-
tenced to pay a fine of §10, costs of prose-
cution, and undergo an imprisonment of
fiftcen months. For the larceny of Mr.
Huber's 1urkey he was sentenced to a fine
of 1 and one months’ imprisonment.

In the case of the commonwealth vs.
Janies McClune, who was indicted as an
accomplice with Shenk in the lurceny of
Myr. Rinebaurt's tobacco, the jury returned
a verdict of not guilty without leaving the
box, there being no evidence against him
and the commonwealth not proving the
ease.

At thus season of the year gloomy re-

ports and predictions  in regard to
peach  erop  are always in  order.
Something  or  other 15 perpetually
happening to  mar  the  prospeets
of a large crep At one time the

woather is ton cold or too wet, at another
it is not cold or wet enourh, A tornado
o -casionally comes to the reseue, and,
when evervihing else fails, the transporta-
tion lines have made a combination which
will inevitably have the effect of putting
up prices.  This year. according to the
Delaware papers, we had too much frost
in the beginning of the present month, so
that in Maryland, south of the Delaware
line, where the trees were well advanced.
the destruction is said to be very great.
The Middletown region, in Delaware,
which is the great peach-producing dis-
triet is, however, is expected to make up for
whatever deficiencies may oceur in other
sections.  There the trees hawe not borne
much fruit in two years. and according to
all peach precedents, they ought to yield
abundantly this season. In the Eastern
Shore counties the chances are said to be
still good, so that, taking all things into
consideration, there is not much reason to
fear that we shall experienco a dearth of
the luscions fruit this summer. But the
trouble is mot yet over. There are hail
storms and insects and unheanrd of other
calamlties yet ahead.

THE MISSOURI CYCLONE.

Terrible Incidents of an Awful Storm.

St. Louis, April 21.—A special from
Marshfield, says: ** Seventy-one victims of
Sunday’s storm have been buried and some
twenty-five or more are indying condition,
The number seriously wounded is about
one hundred and fifty. A baby eighteen
months old, whose mother was killed and
all friends wounded, was found on Monday
in a ravine north of the town, where it
had lain all night. It is now doing well
Another child two years old was found
Monday after in a tree, whers it had been
nearly 24 hours. It was cliimed yes-
terday by its parents, who live two
miles and a half away. The child's wrial
flight must have been three miles. It was
bruised but not dangerously hurt. Vari-
kinds of property, such as wagons are be-
ing claimed that were blown three or four
miles. Itis reported that from thirty to
forty persons were killed by the spurs of
the tornado in the surrounding country,
and that the town of Corsicana is as
badly wrecked as Marshfield.

The Dawmage in Texas County.

St. Louis, April 21.—The latest advices
from Texas county, Mo., say that the town
of Licking was entirely destroyed, with
the exception of three houses, by Sunday
night's storm. Three hundred persons
are homeless. One life was lost and seven
persons were wounded, five of them
seriously. The damage was fully §50,000
The tornado did immense injury to all
kinds of property.

He has been one of the most conser-
vative members of the House ; has been
one of the most earnest and consistent
supporters of the army, and all measures
necessary for the government, and has
been the foe of every form of sectional
strife. Ile was one of the ablest and most
heroic of the Southern commanders, and
he has been one of the most faithful in the
maintenance of the logical results of the
war after the judgment of the sword had
been given against his eause. So far from
the North being alarmed at the influx of
Confederate brigadiers in Congress, intelli-
gent citizens well know that the soldiers of
the South have mueh more manfully sub-
mitted to the restoration of the Union than
the politicians, and if there were more
soldiers in Congress from all sections, there
would be greater tranquillity te the nation.
The North has, most unfortunately, cast
soldiers to the rear for partisan managers
who accepted the profits without the
dangers of war, and the revolution-
ary debates in "both houses painfully
remind us of the blunder every week.
General Johnston represents the Rich-
mond district, one of the most intelli-
gent of Virginia, and his constituents
would honor themselves by re-electing him
without asking his assent. As one of his
political faith is eertain to be his suecessor,
the better classes of all parties and see-
tions weuld be glad to have General John-
ston continued in the 1Touse.
